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Man arrested for dog fighting on Pea Ridge

An Estill County man has been arrested and 
charged with first degree cruelty to animals 
after an anonymous caller reported dog fight¬ 
ing was taking place on Pea Ridge. The caller 
told dispatch there was also one dead dog at 
the residence. 

Estill County Sheriffs Deputy Randy 
Farthing was dispatched to the residence of 
Gregory Morris, 44, of Pea Ridge Road, Friday, 
June 8. When he arrived he met a gruesome 
scene. 

Farthing questioned Morris concerning the 
dog fights and the dead dog the caller had 
reported. 

Morris told Farthing he had six pit bulls but 


he had not been fighting them and there was 
no dead dog at the home. He told Farthing he 
was welcome to come inside his property and 
look for himself. 

Once inside, Farthing reported seeing six pit 
bulls. Four of the dogs were bloody and had 
visible injuries that Farthing said appeared 
to be new. They also had scars from previous 
injuries on their bodies. 

The other two dogs were puppies and did 
not exhibit any injuries or scars. 

In his uniform citation, Farthing wrote that 
there was blood all over the walls and floors 
of the home. 

Farthing also found a dead chicken in the 
yard that Morris admitted had died in a 
chicken fight. 

In one bedroom of the home Farthing found 


a bag of what Morris told him was marijuana 
and digital scales. 

Farthing said there was a blood trail in the 
living room that led to the edge of a chair and 
then behind it. He said he asked Morris if the 
dead dog was behind the chair and Morris told 
him he could look for himself. 

When Farthing moved the chair he found a 
bag full of white pills that poison control iden¬ 
tified as clonazepam. Farthing said there were 
70 pills in the bag. 

Farthing also found seven hydrocodone tab¬ 
lets under the cushion of the chair. 

Farthing said there were several plates in 
the house with white powder on them, roll¬ 
ing papers and roach clips on several of the 
tables. 

In his citation, Farthing reported the pit 


bulls began fighting while he was there and 
animal control had to be called. They became 
so aggressive Morris broke a stick over the 
back of one to subdue him and Animal Control 
Agent Tommy Mullins had to use pepper 
spray on them. 

One pit bull ran away and animal control 
was not able to find it. 

Mullins said the dogs looked like they had 
been used to fight. 

Animal Control removed five pit bulls from 
the home. 

Morris is charged with second degree pos¬ 
session of a controlled substance, first degree 
cruelty to animals, possession of marijuana 
and possession of drug paraphernalia. 

Bond was set at $8,000 cash. 
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The Estill County Relay For Life was Friday, June 8, at the Estill County High School track. 
During the event cancer survivors were asked to participate in a lap around the track to 
celebrate their victory over the disease. For more photos of the event see page A18.

Grand Jury 

returns 

indictments

The Estill County Grand Jury returned 
indictments for 17 people June 5. The indict¬ 
ments included one for attempted murder 
and another for sexual abuse and assault. 

David Harris, 31, of Harris Ferry Road 
was indicted for attempted murder. The 
indictment states Harris cut the throat of 
Tony Jordan on March 26, 2012. Jordan 
required 17 stitches to close the wound. 
Attempted murder is a Class A felony. 

Jeff Hall, 49, is charged with five counts 
including fourth degree assault and third 
degree sexual abuse in a case from September 
2011. 

According to the indictment, Hall grabbed 
a victim by her arm and pulled her hair. He 
placed his hand down her shirt and attempt¬ 
ed to kiss her. He also attempted to pull the 
victim into his car. He told the victim he 
was carrying a gun and was “ready to shoot 
someone.” 

Hall is charged with assault fourth degree, 
a Class A misdemeanor; sexual abuse third 
degree, a Class B misdemeanor; attempt¬ 
ed unlawful imprisonment first degree, a 
Class D felony; terroristic threatening third 
degree, a Class A misdemeanor, and stalking 
second degree, a Class A misdemeanor. 

Chester Hunter, 26, of Abner Mountain 
Road, is charged with complicity to robbery 
in the first degree. The indictment states 
Hunter entered the Irvine Health Mart with 
a deadly weapon and/or threatened to use a 
weapon on the employees of Irvine Health 
Mart. The indictment also reads, “OR he 
aided, counseled or attempted to aid the 
person or persons in planning or commit¬ 
ting the offense.” 

Heather Anderson, 26, of Speedwell Road 
in Richmond, was also indicted on two 
counts related to the armed robbery at 
Irvine Health Mart. 

Anderson is charged with facilitation of 
robbery first degree and tampering with 
physical evidence. The indictment states

Ravenna approves first reading of budget, gets police grant

The Ravenna City Council approved the first 
reading of the 2012-2013 budget and discussed 
CEDA housing issues at its recent meeting. 

City Clerk Kim Parks read out loud the pro¬ 
posed budget for the council’s approval and 
told the council it was, “pretty much the same 
as last year,” with minor changes. 

Travis Estridge of CEDA asked the council 
to approve a pay resolution for $39,221 and 


also heard concerns from the daughter of one 
of the recipients of new housing in Ravenna. 

Aubrey Adams is currently living in her 
CEDA home but her daughter, Sheila, and 
several council members are concerned with 
some of the construction of the home. 

Adams’ daughter told Estridge she was “tick¬ 
led to death” with the new home but there 
were a few thing that needed to be fixed for 
them to completely enjoy it.

Lauderdale, Fla. to become certified and 
get licensed. Around Jan. 2 of this year, 
Collins said they were practicing. 

Although they just received their license 
and purchased their office, Collins and 
Noland said they have been practicing for 
nearly five years, assisting family and close 
friends in booking vacations for free. 

“We’ve actually been booking travel for 
people and booking vacations for about five 
years,” Collins said. “We decided we might as 
well do it for a living.” 

Before acquiring their office, however, 
Noland said they operated out of home, 
which caused some difficulties as far as tech¬ 
nology goes. 

“We did this out of home, way out in 
the country,” Noland said. “Our cellphones 
wouldn’t pick up out there.” 

Noland said the agency has brought in 
business a lot quicker than he originally 
anticipated. 

“I figured it would take quite a while to get 
people walking in off the street,” Noland said. 

Noland said the Mushroom Festival, 
Facebook and word-of-mouth are to thank 
for the community’s interest in their business. 

“The city worked really good with us and 
seemed really excited about us bringing this 
here,” Collins said. “This is something the 
county’s never had that I’m aware of.” 

Collins said Irvine Mayor Ernest Farmer 
has stopped by every week and various down¬ 
town businesses have welcomed them to the 
area. 

Noland said a lot of their business even 
comes from outside of Estill County from 
places such as Nicholasville, Richmond and 
Lexington. 

“A lot of people would rather go online 
and book it themselves, but what they don’t 
realize is a travel agency could get you more,”

Collins said. “It’s kind of hard for a person to 
sit at home and sort through everything.” 

Collins said what a lot of people don’t know 
is a consultation with the agency is actually 
free-of-charge. The travel agency makes their 
money from commissions from the hotels, 
airlines and cruise lines. 

“Everybody is afraid as soon as they walk 
in the door we’re going to charge them,” 
Collins said. “This is new for the community 
so they don’t know what to expect.” 

Collins said their agency offers a payment 
plan, so you don’t have to pay everything up 
front. 

“Here, they can go ahead and plan it and 
make payments when they go,” Collins said. 

“It makes people feel better when they can 
put a small amount down.” 

The agency offers their own travel insur¬ 
ance, if the client does not want to get it else¬ 
where, Collins said and will help you fill out 
passport applications if needed. 

They will also burn you a DVD of pictures 
from your trip. 

“We had a group go in January and we had 
them bring a data card with pictures on it,” 
Collins said. “We made them about an hour 
long video.” 

Collins said he does charge about $10 for 
the videos because of the time it takes and he 
occasionally has to buy music. But he keeps 


all of his discs on file for about six months. 

“Just about anywhere a person would want 
to go, we get them there,” said Noland. “This 
one guy came in and was just wanting to 
backpack across Australia.” 

Collins said one thing he would like people 
to know is how cheap going on a cruise actu¬ 
ally is. When you take a regular vacation, you 
have to pay for three meals a day, entertain¬ 
ment and travel. But when you book a cruise, 
all of this is included in the price, which 
Collins said makes your trip cost less. 

“The only thing a person would have to 
buy is alcohol and a shore excursion,” Noland 
said. 

Currently, the Mikes Travel Agency is host¬ 
ing a “Come Sail Away with Me” campaign 
for October. The travel deal is a special cruise 


package that will include cruise fare, food, 
port charges, taxes and pre-paid gratuity. 

“We negotiate a good rate so we can take 
people in the community who want to try it 
out but don’t want to do it by themselves,” 
Collins said. “I’d love to get as many Estill 
Countians as I could to go with us.” 

Despite the day-to-day hassles that come 
with the job, Collins said he enjoys seeing his 
client’s face when they book a vacation. 

“When you book a vacation and see that 
twinkle in somebody’s eyes to see how excited 
they are to actually be going somewhere, 
that’s probably the best part,” Collins said.

Anderson allowed the perpetrators to use 
her residence as a meeting place after the 
robbery to divide the narcotics that had been 
stolen. 

She is also charged with tampering with 
physical evidence for concealing, destroying 
or removing a handgun that was used in the 
robbery. 

Don Adams, 29, of Broadway Street, was 
indicted on eight counts. 

Adams is charged with burglary first 
degree, a Class B felony; theft by unlawful 
taking firearm, a Class D felony; two counts 
of theft by unlawful taking all others, a Class 
D felony; burglary second degree, a Class D 
felony, two counts of receiving stolen prop¬ 
erty under $10,000, a Class D felony, and 
receiving stolen property firearm, a Class D 
felony. 

The indictment states Adams unlawfully 
entered a property from which he stole a 
black powder pistol, jewelry and $80 worth of 
change belonging to Bill Friend. 

He also stole agate stones from Felecia 
Mays, tools that belonged to Fred Arthur and 


two firearms that belonged to Dean Dobson. 

Jason Allen Jones, 28, of Dry Ridge Road, 
is charged with complicity to receiving stolen 
property under $10,000 for stealing and sell¬ 
ing to Patrick’s Grocery Store car parts that 
belong to Paul Brinegar. The parts are valued 
at $1,730. This is a Class D felony. 

Elizabeth Sandlin, aka Elizabeth Riddell, 

32, of Bertha Wallace Court, was indicted on 
11 counts resulting from a high-speed chase 
in October 2011. 

According to the indictment, Sandlin had a 
passenger in her vehicle when she led police 
on a high-speed chase in excess of 70 miles 
per hour through city limits. She cut through 
a parking lot where there were two small chil¬ 
dren between the ages of seven and 12. 

She is charged with fleeing or evading 
police first degree, a Class D felony; wan¬ 
ton endangerment of a police officer first 
degree, a Class D felony; three counts wanton 
endangerment first degree, a Class D felony; 
reckless driving, disregarding a traffic con¬ 
trol device or traffic light, improper passing, 
operating on a suspended or revoked opera¬ 
tors license, speeding at 26 mph or greater 
over the limit and fleeing or evading police 
second degree on foot, a Class A misde¬ 
meanor. 

Chad Michael Howell, 35, of Red Lick 


Road, is charged with second degree criminal 
possession of a forged instrument, a Class D 
felony. According to the indictment, Howell 
stole, altered and cashed three checks that 
belonged to Penny Osborne. 

Tony Jordan, 31, of Racetrack Road, was 
indicted for receiving stolen property under 
$10,000 a Class D felony. The indictment 
states Jordan stole a rebuilt motorcycle trans¬ 
mission and frames that belonged to James 
Cox to Charlie Patrick’s Recycling. The prop¬ 
erty was valued at $550. 

Earnest Richard “Rick” Lemaster, 46, of 
Fourth Street, is charged with trafficking in 
controlled substance first degree, first offense, 
a Class D felony. The indictment states he 
sold three 30mg oxycodone to a cooperating 
witness. 

Whitley Michelle Bundy, 24, of Rose Street, 
is charged with second degree burglary, a 
Class C felony, and theft by unlawful taking 
greater than $500 but less than $10,000, a 
Class D felony. 

The indictment states Bundy stole video 
games, controllers and a gold necklace valued 
at $780 from Michael McQueen. 

George Davis, 20, of Grace Chapel, is 
charged with operating a motor vehicle 
under the influence of alcohol or drugs, first 
offense, a Class B misdemeanor, and second 


degree wanton endangerment of a police offi¬ 
cer, a Class A misdemeanor. 

While driving under the influence, Davis 
side swept a police vehicle. 

Dellie Shuler, 33, of Fitchburg Road, is 
charged with defrauding a secured creditor 
over $100, a Class D felony. Shuler junked a 
1995 Chevy Lumina van at Webb’s Salvage. 
The van was still subject to a loan at Alpha 
Credit.

Irvine City Council discusses 
damaged apartment building

The Irvine City Council met to discuss the 
budget for the 2012-2013 fiscal year, but spent 
most of the meeting talking about a damaged 
apartment building on Wallace Court. 

“The whole end of the building has big cracks 
all the way up the brick,” said Fire Chief Tony 
Murphy. “We didn’t know what else to do but we 
shut the street down.” 

Councilwoman Nelle Williams expressed con¬ 
cern for the building and said not having it torn 
down would reflect poorly on the council. She 
asked that the building be condemned. 

“I think it looks bad on us that wed allow it,” 
Williams said. “Its all rotten. It’s awful, the whole 
thing is awful.” 

Due to the building being damaged, traffic has 
been diverted from Wallace Court onto Sweet 
Lick Road. 

Linda Carter, of Wallace Court, also addressed 
the council regarding the closing of the road. 

“Somebody is going to have a wreck going 
down this road,” Carter said. “It is an inconve¬ 
nience, it’s a waste of gas and nothing has been 
done.” 

Attorney Rodney Davis said, despite the incon¬ 
venience, the road must be closed due to safety. 

“We can cite her [the owner], but we don’t 
regulate that type of commercial building within 
the city,” said Attorney Rodney Davis. “You have 
to look at it from a safety standpoint. I’d rather 
have an inconvenience.” 

After a short discussion, the council approved 
the first reading the 2012-2013 budget. 

“It gets harder each year to provide, but we’re 
surviving,” Farmer said. “We’re doing well but 
we’re not doing as well as we’d like.” 

The mayor gave a prepared budget message 
for the council and those in attendance.

“The financial state of the city is not where 
we’d like it to be, but it’s still better than some,” 
Farmer said. “I hope you find this budget pro¬ 
posal reasonable and workable.” 

City Clerk Robin Sewell asked for raises across 
the board for state employees. 

“I have been here for four years and there’s 
never been a raise across the board,” Sewell said. 

Farmer appointed Councilmen Tim Burkhart 
and Billy Arthur to a committee to look into the 
request, but said there is no guarantee. 

The next council meeting will be 7 p.m. July 9 
at Irvine City Hall.

They told Estridge some of the railing on 
the porches is dangerous because it is loose, 
the shower head is too high to be adjusted and 
also sprays water into the bathroom floor and 
some appliances are too high for Adams, who 
is four foot eight, to reach. 

Estridge told the council he would discuss 
the issues with the contractor who built the 
home and be sure he makes corrections. 

“I would hate for him to close this out 
without this being fixed,” Councilwoman Joan 
Richardson said. 

Mayor Charles Crowe addressed the council 
about more vandalism at the war memorial at 
the Veteran’s Memorial Park. This is the sec¬ 
ond time the memorial has been vandalized 
this year. 

He told the council he believed it resulted 
from having the open restrooms at the park. 

“If it continues to happen we will have to 
close those restrooms to the public and go 
back to using port-a-potties,” he said. 

He also asked Ravenna Police Chief Ken 
White to look further into a previous case 
where a driver wrecked and destroyed a sign 
that read “Welcome to Ravenna.” 

The driver was supposed to contact his 


insurance about paying for the sign to be 
replaced but has not been heard from since 
the accident. 

Crowe told the council about a motor home 
given to the city from the government. It has 
been moved from Fort Campbell to Ravenna. 
The motor home, valued at more than $30,000, 
has to be kept by the city for a year and can 
then be sold, Crowe said. 

Chief White presented the council with his 
monthly activities report for May for approv¬ 
al. 

Crowe announced the police department 
had been awarded a $4,000 grant from the 
Kentucky Office of Homeland Security. The 
grant money is to be used to purchase equip¬ 
ment including weapons, body armor and 
vests. 

The council also discussed the municipal 
fund hearing scheduled for 10 a.m. Monday, 
June 18. 

The hearing is for the purpose of obtaining 
written and oral comments from the citizens 
of Ravenna regarding the use of carry-over 
municipal funds. 

The city currently has $2,396.94 carrying 
over from fiscal year 2011-2012. 

In other business the council approved the 
fire report, held a council questions and com¬ 
ments session and opted to discusses ordi¬ 
nances at another time.

This also meant that I started using my 
phone while behind the wheel. At first I 
would just answer phone calls from my par¬ 
ents or friends. Then I started making phone 
calls myself. This led to me reading text mes¬ 
sages while driving and ultimately my down¬ 
ward spiral to distracted driving ended with 
me texting and driving. 

I will admit up front that I am a habitual 
distracted driver. My iPhone has been my 
worst partner in crime. I have not only 
texted while driving but I have checked and 
responded to emails, taken pictures and even 
checked my bank account while behind the 
wheel. 

When I sit back and think about it, I can 
name several times when I swerved around 
on the road or came close to rear end¬ 
ing someone because of what can only be 
described as my pure stupidity. 

The sad thing is that even when I was 
so distracted while driving that I almost 
wrecked, I would continue to do it. And it 
only seemed to get worse. 

I guess that when you’re young you have 
this idea that you are invincible... as if you 
can’t be broken. I supposed that I was under 
the impression that I wouldn’t wreck, that 
I wouldn’t destroy my cute little car, that I 
wouldn’t hurt or potentially kill myself, or, 
worst of all, that I wouldn’t potentially hurt or 
kill someone else. 

Sadly, I’m not alone in this. The Center 
for Disease Control and Prevention reported 


that 58 percent of high school seniors admit¬ 
ted to texting or emailing while driving in an 
anonymous survey conducted last year. 

There are stories in the news on almost a 
daily basis about the dangers of texting and 
driving. 

I don’t think the reality of these dangers 
really hit me until now. I read an article this 
week about a young man 
whose whole life has been 
changed and potentially 
ruined because he decided 
to text while driving. 

Aaron Deveau, 18, was 
convicted of motor vehicle 
homicide by texting last 
week in Massachusetts. His 
conviction is the first of 
its kind in Massachusetts 
and follows a fatal wreck 
Deveau caused in February 
2011. 

MSNBC.com reported 
Deveau was texting when 
his vehicle swerved across the center line and 
crashed head on into a truck killing 55-year- 
old, father-of-three Daniel Bowley. 

Deveau was sentenced to two years in pris¬ 
on and lost his license for 15 years because of 
the wreck. 

When I read this story, the seriousness of 
texting and driving became real to me. 

This column would probably be more 
powerful had I been involved in some sort of 


accident because of my texting while driving. 

But I can say that I am incredibly thankful 
it didn’t take that. 

Since reading this article, I have decided I 
am not willing to sacrifice my quality of life, 
my life in general or the life of someone else 
because of a text message. 

I have already started making efforts to cut 
down on things that I do 
to distract me while driv¬ 
ing and I hope that this 
story will encourage oth¬ 
ers to do the same. 

Nothing on a cell phone 
tablet or PDA is so impor¬ 
tant that it can’t wait. If it 
is, as silly as it seems, the 
right thing to do is pull 
over. 

I am not innocent and 
I don’t intend for this col¬ 
umn to sound like I am 
preaching to my readers. I 
am not. 

I am thankful that this article I read was a 
wake-up call for me. I pray that it does the 
same for my readers. 

Texting and driving is a serious prob¬ 
lem and it’s becoming a serious offense. 
Legislation is being passed across the country 
to try to prevent accidents like Deveau’s. 

It’s important to try to make changes now, 
before it’s too late.

Local student 


bringing history to life

Fifteen-year-old Tyler Banks first became 
interested in Civil War reenactments when 
he was in fifth grade. He and his family lived 
in Madison County at the time. 

“Each week, the teacher gave us a news¬ 
paper to read,” Tyler said. “One day I saw 
a picture of one of my classmates doing 
one of the reenactments at the Richmond 
Battlefield” 

When he mentioned it to her, she invited 
him to the Battle of Richmond on Highway 
421. Tyler attended as a spectator that time, 
but participated in the reenactment of the 
Battle of Perryville a few months later. 

He’s been passionate about living history 
ever since. 

Reenactments are staged to educate the 
general public about critical battles and 
where they were fought in the war. 

Tyler says that there have been reenact¬ 
ments for every battle ever recorded includ¬ 
ing the World Wars and Vietnam. Even 
the Romans reenacted some of their most 
important battles. 

"Whenever I 
talk to people 
at school about 
reenactments 
probably 50 per¬ 
cent of them 
have never heard 
of them." 

Though participants dress in period cos¬ 
tumes and carry period weapons, reenact¬ 
ments extend beyond staged war. 

Authentic camps are set up near the battle¬ 
field where folks in period uniforms might 
share “hardtack,” which are hard crackers 
or biscuits made from flour, water and salt 
that lasted for years. Hardtack was a Civil 
War staple. 

Reenactors bed down in the hay and 
sometimes participate in period dances and 
church services. 

Every effort is made to ensure that all 
details are as authentic as possible, from 
food to clothing to social events. 

“They really try to take you back in time,” 
says Tyler. 

Sometimes whole families participate, as 
does the Burns family who first invited Tyler 
to one of the events. 

“He’s tried to get us to do that,” says 
Allyson Banks, Tyler’s mother. “I like to go 
watch him and support him, but I’m really 
not much for sleeping on hay.” 

Tyler’s has a younger brother, Landon, and 
his father is Dewayne Banks. 

The period clothing Tyler and his friends 
wear to the events can be ordered from cata¬ 
logs and websites but is very expensive. 

To save money, they sometimes order pat¬ 
terns from a sutler, which is a vendor who 
sells period uniforms and supplies to reen¬ 
actors at battlefield sites. Sutlers of the 


Civil War 
days followed the troops 
and sold supplies to them from a 
wagon or tent. 

Tyler says that he helps his friends, Sarah 
and Emily Burns, do some of the sewing by 
hand, but they use a period sewing machine 
to finish off the edges and make the clothing 
more durable. 

Tyler gets lots of Civil War-themed gifts 
for Christmas and birthdays since he took 
up this hobby. Last year, he got an 1861 
Springfield rifle musket from his parents for 
Christmas. 

He also exchanges gifts with the Burns 
family. They swap handmade wooden games 
and other period pieces, like the “house- 
wife”--a homemade sewing kit that soldiers 
used to repair their clothing while they were 
off to war. 

“Whenever I talk to people at school about 
reenactments,” Tyler says, “probably 50per- 
cent of them have never heard of them.” 

Still, for those involved in the recreations, 
interest is high. Allyson Banks says she is 
often surprised at the number of specta¬ 
tors that these events attract. When they 
attended the Battle of Sacramento in west¬ 
ern Kentucky recently, nearly 500 people 
showed up to watch in the tiny town near 
Madisonville. 

“Reenacting has opened up so many 
opportunities for Tyler and the Burns chil¬ 
dren,” Allyson says. 

Besides the Battle of Sacramento, Tyler and 
his friends have participated in the Battle 
of Richmond, the Battle of Perryville, liv¬ 
ing history events for the Irvine-McDowell 
House in Richmond and the Waveland 
Estate in Lexington. 

They also had opportunity to speak at 
Eastern Kentucky University to more than 
40 social studies teacher graduates, and 
they met with Governor Brashear to accept 
money on behalf of the Battle of Richmond 
historical estate and museum. 

They participated in a living history movie 
clip for Kentucky Life on KET and in living 
history events held at the Richmond and 
Perryville battlegrounds where local schools 
brought busloads of students on field trips 
to watch them. 

Tyler is a sophomore at the Estill County 
High School and, not surprisingly, his favor¬ 
ite subject is history. 

After graduation Tyler plans to go into the 
ROTC program at EKU. He plans to eventu¬ 
ally enter a military career in the Army and 
Ranger school. 

This year’s Battle of Richmond will com¬ 
memorate the 150th anniversary of the Civil 
War on Saturday and Sunday, August 25-26. 
More information about the event can be 
seen at www.battleofrichmond.org. 

According to their website, the original 
battle of Richmond was the second largest 
Civil War battle in Kentucky and was the 
most overwhelming Confederate victory of 
the entire Civil War. 

Come August, Tyler Banks plans to be at 
the Richmond Battlefield with his friends, 
bringing history to life.

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Striped and spotted cucumber beetles can cause serious losses in cucumbers

Striped and spotted cucumber beetles can 
cause serious losses in cucumbers, muskmel- 
ons, and watermelons in Kentucky. Cucumber 
beetles are a major concern to muskmelon and 
cucumber growers because they vector a disease 
called bacterial wilt of cucurbits. 

While the adults feed mainly on foliage, pollen 
and flowers, their feeding on melon rinds late in 
the season may reduce market quality. Larvae of 
these insects feed on roots and stems, but this 
damage is minimal compared to the potential 
losses due to bacterial wilt. 

Striped cucumber beetles are yellow-green 
with three black stripes down the back and are 
1/4 inch long. Although similar in appearance, 
the striped cucumber beetle and the western 
corn rootworm are not the same. Additionally, 


the middle segment (tibia) of the hind leg on the 
striped cucumber beetle is yellow, while that on 
the western corn rootworm is black. 

The spotted cucumber beetle (also known as 
the southern corn rootworm), also 1/4 inch long, 
is yellow-green with 12 black spots on its back. 

Cucumber beetles overwinter as adults in 
protected areas near buildings, in fence rows, or 
in wood lots. They become active in mid-spring, 
when temperatures begin to increase. The adults 
feed and females deposit eggs in cracks in the 
soil at the base of cucurbits. The eggs hatch and 
the larvae feed on the roots. These larvae will 
pupate in the soil, later in the summer the next 
generation of beetles will emerge. These beetles 
will also feed on the cucumber and melon plants, 
including the fruit and overwinter until the next 
spring. 

The bacterium that causes bacterial wilt over¬ 
winters in the gut of some striped cucumber 
beetles. When beetles become active in the 


spring and begin feeding, they spread the bacte¬ 
rium either through their feces or from contami¬ 
nated mouthparts. Chewing damage on young 
leaves open entry points for the pathogen. Once 
inside the plant, the bacterium multiplies quickly 
in the vascular system, producing blockages that 
cause the leaves to wilt. Beetles are attracted to 
infected plants and can pick up the bacterium 
and move it to healthy plants. 

The first symptom of bacterial wilt on cucum¬ 
ber and muskmelon is a distinct flagging of 
lateral and individual leaves. Beetle feeding is 
not always obvious on wilted leaves. Soon, adja¬ 
cent leaves and finally the entire vine will wilt. 
The wilting spreads as the multiplying bacteria 
move within the vascular system of the plant. 
Eventually, the entire plant wilts and dies. There 
is nothing you can do to save an infected plant. 
The only way to avoid bacterial wilt is to pre¬ 
vent the beetles from feeding on the plant. Fruit 
produced on a wilting plant usually will not be 


marketable. One way to determine if bacterial 
wilt has infected a plant is to cut the stem and 
squeeze both cut ends. A sticky sap will ooze 
from the water conducting tissues of the stem. If 
you push the cut ends of the stem together and 
slowly pull them apart, you will be able to see 
a roping effect if bacteria are present. This sap 
contains millions of bacteria. 

Begin cucumber beetle control as soon as 
seedlings emerge. Repeated applications of con¬ 
tact insecticides are necessary to protect musk¬ 
melon plants from beetle feeding and transmis¬ 
sion of bacterial wilt. There is usually a peak 
in beetle activity each spring that lasts two to 
four weeks. This is the most important time to 
control the beetles. Applications of foliar insec¬ 
ticides may be required twice per week during 
peak beetle activity. Because watermelon is not 
susceptible to the wilt disease, protection is 
necessary only when plants are small and beetle 
populations are high.

role models for them. Therefore, as fathers live with their chil¬ 
dren from day to day in the home and interact with them on a 
regular basis, they are one of the more important life shaping 
forces in the lives of their children. 

Frequently, those who work in the field of family services, 
report that one of the major problems in our society comes 
from the fact that too many children grow up in homes with 
one parent without the shaping influence of fathers.

•Insect bites and poison ivy

•Sunburn - One cup of bak¬ 
ing soda into a tub of cool 
water and soak in it.

1. If you want a crisp, brown crust on chick¬ 
en or roast, rub mayonnaise over the skin. 

2. Add a bit of instant coffee to gravy for 
brown color and nice flavor. 

3. Instead of boiling beets, bake like pota¬ 
toes. 

4. Add 1/2 to 1 tsp. baking powder to a fry¬ 
ing batter. 

5. Put a whole onion in pan when cooking 
fresh lima beans. 

6. Put a peeled garlic clove in a container

7. Dip a left over baked potato in water and 
bake 20 minutes at 350 degrees. 

8. To heat biscuits, put in a well dampened 
bag, twist it closed and put in 300 degrees oven 
until warm. 

9. To refreshen bread loaf, sprinkle lightly 
with water and put in brown paper bag in 300 
degree oven for about 15 minutes. 

10. Leftover whipped cream will retain its 
lightness if you add 1 tsp. light corn syrup to 
each 1/2 pint cream.
